Emergency supplies of food con- 
tinued to pour in through the fa- 
cilities of the Allied Armies and 
there are no reports of anyone 
starving, but the shortage has 
caused many problems. 

Most restaurants are still closed

Hitler, who five years ago set 
out to conquer the world and suc- 


ceeded in bestriding the continent 
before the tide turned disastrous- 
ly, is expected to offer his nation 
what Prime Minister Churchill did 
the Britons in their 1940 extremity 
—“blood, toil, tears and sweat”— 
and summen them as Churchill 
did to “fight in the hills.” 

There was no advance notifica- 
tion by Nazi press or radio services 
that Hitler would speak, but for 
security reasons there has not 
been any for any of his recent 
talks. 

When he last spoke over the 
radio dramatically in the early 
morning of July 21 after the al- 
leged attempt on his life the only 
advance notice was “achtung, 
achtung! The Fuehrer will speak 
in a few minutes.” 

Several times his speeches have 
been printed in the press only 
after they had been made at an 
unstated time and place. 

“He should have plenty to tell 
his folks,” said an authoritative

Earlier observation had shown 
that the enemy was digging some 
defensive positions around Lyon, 
presumably in the hope of slowing 
the American pursuit. Swiftness 
of the advance, however, might 
cause the Germans to relinquish 
Lyon without a real fight for 
that principal Rhone valley city. 

During the day it was an- 
nounced that prisoners taken by 
the Seventh Army now exceeded

FORMERS TIFF MINERS NOW 
WORKING IN WAR PLANTS 


Hand tiff mining, for decades a'| 


source of precarious livelihood to 
| diggers in the Washington County 
fields, virtually has disappeared, 
with hundreds of former miners 
working in defense plants while 
mechanized equipment has taken 
their place in the diggings. 


A few hand miners still work in 
isolated patches, inaccessible to 
machinery, but the bulk of the 
ore is stripped mechanically from 
the land, loaded with power shov- 
ers and cleaned in big washers. 
Relatively small crews, working in 
shifts at hourly wages; have sup- 
planted hundreds of hand miners. 

Observers in the Washington 
County area, principal tiff center 
in the country, estimated today 
that about 800 members of me- 
chanized crews were producing 
more tiff than was mined a few 
years ago by 3500 hand miners, 
some of them women and children 
working in family groups. 

Wages, which vary according to 
the individual’s work in mechan- 
ized operations, range from _ 650 
cents to a dollar an hour, on a 
40-hour a week basis. The tiff 
field itself is booming because of 
national defense requirements.

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(2). Lame Duck Amendment 
(Twentieth) to the Constitution, 
which abolished the session of 
a defeated Congress after the 
election and also provided for 
the inauguration of the Presi- 
dent in January instead of in 
March. The amendment became 
officially part of the Constitu- 
tion Feb. 6, 1933. 

(3). The Norris-La Guardia 
act restricting the powers of 
courts to grant injunctions in 
labor cases and forbidding them 
to entertain suits based on labor 
contracts that forbid workers to 
join unions. 

(4). One - house nonpartisan 
Legislature in Nebraska. 
Norris’ five-week campaign in 
1934 brought about its indorse- 
ment when the measure was 
generally regarded as dead. Of 
the old system Norris said: “In 
every two-house Legislature, if 
we post the checks and balances 
after the end of the session, we 
shall find that the politicians 
have the checks and the special 
interests the balances.” 

Youngest in Family of 11. 
Norris was born July 11, 1861, 


‘on a farm in Sandusky County, 


Ohio, the youngest of 11 children. 
When he was 4 his father died. 
Early in life he took over the sup- 
port of his mother 
sisters. He attended Baldwin Col- 
lege, Beria, O., and Valparaiso 
University, and between times 
taught school. In 1883 he was ad- 
mitted to the bar, took a teach- 
ing job near Walla Walla, Wash- 
ington territory, and seven months 
later settled in McCook, Neb, He 
was 24 years old. There he was 
elected prosecuting attorney 
(three terms), District Judge (two 


| terms) and, in 1902, to the House 


of Representatives. 

His maiden speech was as & 
ireguiar Republican on the bless- 
ings of rural free delivery. His 
first insurgency was of a minor 
nature. The Democratic minority 
moved that Congress recess for 
‘Washington’s birthday. Every 
‘member of the Republican major- 
ity voted against this motion ex- 
cept Norris. He was reprimand- 
ed by the Republican floor leader. 

Several months later Norris 
again came into disfavor with his 
party leadership when he 


as simply a political plum. As 
his independent outlook increased 
his campaigns for re-election came 
to be more and more a personal 
undertaking. In 1908 William 
Jennings Bryan delivered more 
than 30 speeches in behalf of Nor- 
ris’s opponent. Norris won by 22 
votes. 
Turning Point in Career. 

The turning point in Norris’s 
career came in 1910 when he led 
‘the fight that stripped Speaker 
‘(Uncle Joe) Cannon of his auto- 
‘eratic rule over the House. He de- 
‘manded that the Committee on 
‘Rules be increased from five to 15 
‘and its members appointed by 
‘the House instead of by 
‘Speaker. The parliamentary fight 
lasted for 36 hours. By a coalition

er finally was broken.

| How He Got in Power Fight. 


When Harding became Presi- 
dent, Norris succeeded to chair- 
|manship of the Agricultural Com- 
| mittee. A year later Henry Ford 
submitted his offer to buy Muscle 
Shoals. A bill with this provision 
|'wasg submitted to Norris’ commit- 
tee. Thus Norris came to tackle 
the hydro-electric octopus, 

He crusaded for Government 
operation, but it was not until the 
1933 session of Congress when 
depression had changed public 
sentiment and political alignment 
that he won. Then he saw his com- 
paratively modest plan for the 
‘operation of Muscle Shoals near 
Florence, Ala. turned into the 
gigantic TVA urJlertaking with 
hundreds of millions to be spent 
in transforming a whole section 
of the country. The key unit of 
TVA, the huge dam on the Clinch 
river, was named for him, as was 
also the model town erected near 
the dam, 

No Partisanship Left. 

As early as 1922 Norris had de- 
clared “I am no longer a Repub- 
lican. I believe the independent 
voter is the salvation of the coun- 
try. There is not a speck of par- 
tisanship left in me.” In 1924 he 
supportde La Follette for Presi- 
dent. In 1928 he supported Al 
Smith on the basis of Smith’s 
stand against the power trust and 
in spite of the fact that Norris 
was a dry. Even the Senator’s 
wife refused to follow him into 
the Smith camp. 


On the death of the elder La 
Follette, Norris had succeeded to 
the leadership of the Senate pro- 
gressives.

Some time before June, 1945, 
Prime Minister King must call an 
election.

If King 
lasts five years he will have estab- 
lished a record and he can do 
so if he wants tO because the time 
when the election is to be called 
rests with him. He can also de- 
clare a war emergency which 
would certainly enable him to 
forestall an election indefinitely. 
This, however,

held the Prime Minister will face 
the greatest fight of his career. 
Having seen Liberal governments 
wiped out or forced into coalitions 
in three provinces since his last

Hence Dr. Tate wants a bat- 
tery of five or six telebinocular 
machines, ingenious devices that 
test and record eye functions. 
Also audiometers to test the hear- 
ing. 

If preliminary examinations 
show a probability of eye trouble, 
the child will be referred to Dr. 
Mary T. Skeffington, an eye spe 
Cialist engaged by the schools, for 
complete examinations, diagnosis 
and corrective recommendation. 
If the audiometer indicates less 
than full hearing, the child goes 
to the Gallaudet School for a 
more complete checkup in the 
sound-proof room and laboratory 
there. 

Next there will be adequate 
first-aid facilities in every school. 
School doctors have been chary 
of doing too much for an injured 
child. They have done what 
seemed necessary, but on prin- 
ciple and policy they have left 
treatment to the family doctor. 
The principle and policy remain 
unchanged, but henceforth the 
school doctor will be expected to 
do a more complete job. He will 
sew up cuts, stop .hemorrhages, 
reduce fractures, treat sprains; he 
will administer sulfanilamide 
when that is indicated, or anti- 
tetanus shots after dog bite. The 
intention is to care for the child 
adequately, at once, on the spot, 
and not merely patch him up.

It seems to me in getting up such a 
plan, the Missouri Medical Association 
might well have consulted with a citi- 
zens’ committee. Surely the citizens of 
Missouri should have something to say 
about such a plan while it is being de- 
veloped. It is they who will have to pay 
the bills. 

It is true that citizens do not under- 
stand medicine. They do not pretend 
to understand the intricacies of medical 
knowledge. However, a citizens’ com- 
mittee might know more about setting 
up a plan that would bring medical care 
to an increasing number of our people 
than a committee of doctors.

Echoes of 1940 


The campaign is already providing interesting 
echoes of the struggle between Messrs. Roosevelt 
and Willkie four years ago. Not that the dapper 
Mr. Dewey has yet made the welkin ring as did 
his predecessor. But the President’s early cam- 
paign silence, the close margins of opinion polls 
and the development of a late summer sag in 
Roosevelt sentiment, all stir memories of 1940. 

In every campaign there comes a time of slack 
and then of some recovery. In the Willkie con- 
frontation, That Man didn’t begin slipping, so 
far as the pollers and prognosticators could sense, 
until about mid-September. In accepting, he had 
announced that he would not make a political 
campaign in the usual sense of the word, but 
that if deliberate misstatements of fact about his 
record were made by the opposition, he might 
take time off from the duties of his office to ex- 
pose the falsehoods. 

During October, 1940, Mr. Roosevelt found such 
“misstatements” and undertook to answer them. 
Hig sharp thrusts and hammer-blows spurred in- 
terest, revived Democratic morale and brought 
out a big vote. 

This year’s Roosevelt sag started in August, 
but from the President’s standpoint this is good 
rather than bad, because the recovery can start 
earlier. Again he is eschewing political harangues 
on the hustings, and is avoiding “political” ques- 
tions from White House correspondents, Again 
he has said that if forced, he may have to answer 
misrepresentations, and again we can look for 
such spurs to self-expression to come in October, 
the month of months to heat the fires of public 
interest. 

Four years ago, the vote came to a little more 
than 50,000,000, the biggest ever cast in the Unit- 
ed States. Today the election chart sharps would 
be surprised if more than 45,000,000 votes should 
be cast on Nov. 7. Almost without exception, they 
agree that the President's re-election depends on 
at least that many people going to the polls, 

This is the chief reason why the Political Ac- 
tion Committee looms as such a menace to Dewey 
and his backers. Its chief threat is its activ- 
ity in getting union members registered and oth- 
erwise qualified to vote, and then in getting them 
physically to the polls. 

There are some interesting theories in circula- 
tion: one opines that every state on either sea- 
board in which Gallup or other polls show as 
narrow a swing as 51 to 49 either way will prob- 
ably show up in the Roosevelt column. The theory 
is that the President’s October appearances will 
so increase the vote total everywhere that he is 
pretty sure of such states as Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey and Pennsylvania—some 
say even the “rock-ribbed Republican State of 
Maine.” 

The poll percentages in New York statistically 
put it in this same category, but experts sug- 
gest that the home State of both nominees is 
in a special situation, due to disaffection among 
the Italian-American voters, to say nothing of the 
Poles. New Jersey has a touch of this Italian 
disaffection, which proceeds in large part from 
the feeling that the United States Government 
hasn't sent enough food and supplies to the suf- 
fering civilian population of occupied Italy. 

Regardless of this, the size of the vote will be 
the niost important factor in determining the next 
President. Doubtless this will be added incentive 
for F. D. R. to pull rabbits out of the hat. 
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The German retréat across France is reported 
to be so thoroughly disorganized that the Gestapo 
is now in front of the Wehrmacht. 
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Only a Complete Surrender 


Allied forces are about to cross the borders of 
Germany, if they have not already done so. What 
will then happen is shrouded in futurity. Ger- 
many may at last sue for a cessation of hostili¢ 
ties. Armistice or not, however, nothing should 
thwart our purpose of unconditional surrender 
and complete occupation of the Reich, without 
which the German people cannot know the mean- 
ing of surrender. 

It is therefore encouraging that President 
Roosevelt, Secretary Hull and Winston Church- 
ill have given recent firm assurances that the 
leadership marches with the people in these re- 
quirements. It is encouraging, too, to know that 
if any incredible circumstance led to any modera- 
tion of our purpose, we have in Stalin’s Russia an 
ally which lets no circumstance stand in its way. 
If our purpose needs strengthening, Russia’s pur- 
pose will give it. 

Defeated Germany will have nothing in the 
world to bargain with but the victors’ mercy. Not 
for ourselves alone, but for the German people as 
well, abject surrender and the familiar sight of 
Allied uniforms will be the only truly merciful 
course. That must come, that lesson must be well 
learned, before any other measure to make a good 
world citizen of Germany can prosper.

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Example for Absentees 


Delegate absenteeism has been a problem ever 
since the Constitutional Convention opened last 
September. Now that it is nearing its crucial stage, 
full attendance is more than desirable—it is es- 
sential. For if too few of the 83 delegates are 
present to give final approval to the articles al- 
ready agreed upon, they may fail to get a place 
in the finished document, and thus the long-need- 
ed task of constitutional reform will be incom- 
plete. 

Robert E. Blake of Webster Groves, chairman 
of the convention, has set the most persuasive 
kind of example for delegates who may be in- 
clined to let personal business or inclination 
eclipse their duty. Mr, Blake’s son,:a Navy Lieu- 
tenant, came home after two years in the South 
Pacific. His leave was unexpectedly cut short, 
but the chairman refused to leave his post to 
spend the few remaining hours with his son, 
though the convention unanimously voted him 
permission to do go, 

There could scarcely be a better excuse for ab- 
senteeism than the one Mr. Blake refused to use. 
Yet the chairman considered that he owed a duty 
to the State, just as his son has a duty to the 
Navy, and that personal preferences must yield to 
the greater obligation.

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Sanctuary for the Hunted 

A bi-partisan resolution before the House and 
Senate, urging President Roosevelt to ask the 
British Government to establish refugee shelters 
in Palestine for Jews whom Nazi fury threatens 
with extinction in Europe, deserves immediate 
enactment, The event is of the utmost urgency. 

“Hitler’s last act may be wild massacre of 
these innocent people,’ warns the Emergency 
Committee to Save the Jewish People of Europe, 
as Nazis themselves have threatened, and as ac- 
tual developments have presaged. No one who 
read Maurice Hindus’ factual report on the Nazi 
murder factory at Lublin, Poland, can doubt that 
racial extermination is a deliberate part of Nazi 
policy. 

Perhaps many innocent lives can be saved in 
these last days-of bloodshed and travail if only 
there are places of sanctuary available. Yet since 
the end of March, Palestine hag been closed to 
Jews except for the few who hold certificates of 
entry—closed under the White Paper policy of 
1939, in utter violation of the Balfour Declara- 
tion of 1917, in which Britain promised, and the 
United States made itself a party to the pledge, 
the creation of a Jewish national home in 
Palestine, 

In the eventual resettlement of the millions 
of refugees who have been uprooted from their 
homes, still other sanctuaries must be called 
upon. Sumner Welles has pointed out that the 
New World and Angola, in West Africa, offer 
possibilities. But for the immediate future, for 
the salvation of the pitiful remnant of the Jew- 
ish people left in Europe after 11 years of organ- 
ized savagery, Palestine is the one hope. 

We urge Congress to adopt the bi-partisan res- 
olution, and swiftly, for it is literally and terri- 
bly a matter of life and death. 
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Labor Day, 1944 


Labor day has something more than customary 
meaning this year as we move faster to victory. 
That so many Americans out of uniform can have 
the holiday means that they have worked long 
and well through other days. 

It means, in spite of defaults such as always 
get first attention in a world which finds virtue 
less interesting than sin, that only the tiniest 
fraction of people who work and of those who 
engage their labor have wavered in the common 
fight for peace and decency. 

And in the essential war plants, where work 
will go on tomorrow without interruption, it 
means a continuing dedication to the great task 
of providing the implements of war which daily 
bring closer the celebration of that triumphant 
holiday when peace is re-established. 
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Woodrow Wilson’s Warning 


Touring the country to bring directly to the 
people his plea for American membership in the 
League of Nations, Woodrow Wilson said in an 
address at Indianapolis on Sept. 4, 1919, just 25 
years ago tomorrow: 

What is important for us to remember is 
that when we sent those boys in khaki across 
the sea we promised them, we promised the 
world, that we would not conclude this con- 
flict with a mere treaty of peace. 

We entered into solemn engagements with 
all the nations with whom we associated our- 
selves that we would bring about such a kind 
of settlement and such a consort of the pur- 
pose of nations that wars like this could 
not again occur, 

If this war has to be fought over again, 
then all our high ideals and purposes have 
been disappointed, for we did not go into 
this war merely to beat Germany. We went 
into this war to beat all purposes such as 
Germany entertained. 

Wilson's crusade was in vain. America did 
not enter the League, and the World War, as he 
feared, did have to be fought over again. Whether 
this Was cause and effect is a point the historians 
will never cease debating, but there is no room 
for debate today over the thesis that full Amer- 
ican participation is vital for the survival of any 
postwar system to preserve the world’s peace. 

Now we are about to face again the same de- 
cisions on making peace and setting up a world 
organization. We have a fresh opportunity to 
realize the ideals of Woodrow Wilson, and the 
high hopes with which the world greeted the 
Again Wilson’s warning 
of a quarter-century ago is valid. 

May our statesman and our legislators of to- 
day be endowed with greater wisdom and broader 
vision than those of 1919.

The skeptical things labor leaders are saying 
about the report of the Committee for Economic 
Development on postwar employment in the St 
Louis area are mostly aimed at purposes the com- 
mittee explicitly says it did not have in mind.

Freeing of Paris is a reminder that the forces that betrayed France 
+1 must be written out of the remade world, writer says; he declares 
race hatred and business greed are among the elements that might 
yet pervert great victory into still another ugly and barren era.

LONDON, 

In a sense, not even D-day evoked quite 
the same passionate enthusiasm as the news 
that Paris had once more passed into the 
hands of its own people. We were proud of 
the work effected by the Army of the In- 
terior; that was the decisive pivot of how 
real and profound was the resistance move- 
ment, 


Vichy France is broken into pieces, The 
hapless old renegade who gave it the shad- 
ow of his once great name is now in real- 
ity a prisoner of the men who used him 
as long as they saw any use in him, and 
the real traitors, Laval, Darnand and the 
rest, are somewhere in hiding or in flight. 


We are watching the great spectacle of 
a natfon achieving that spiritual regenera- 
tion which comes with freedom, 


France was no doubt defeated in a mili- 
tary sense, but the-roots of that defeat lie 
deep in its betrayal by Frenchmen. 


The treason of intellectuals, above all of 
Charles Maurras, the treason of soldiers 
like Petain and Huntziger, the treason of 
politicians, all flank the supreme treason 
—-the willingness of big business in France 
to surrender freedom and democracy if 
only it could be sure that its privileges 
were safe, 


The Poison of the Old 


Lack of the will for victory, alas, was 
widespread among this class; they were al- 
ready prepared for defeat before it was in- 
flicted on them, Indeed, there is a real 
sense in which they may be fairly said to 
have collaborated, long before the declara- 
tion of war, in the organization of Hitler’s 
1940 triumph. To cleanse the new France 
of the poison which these men injected into 
its veins will be one of the most vital tasks 
before the French people after the liquida- 
tion of Nazism. 


Our task is to realize that the same 
forces which encompassed the betrayal of 
France are working among ourselves, The 
fanatics of isolationism, the professional 
purveyors of anti-Semitism, the men who 
seek to prevent recognition of trade union- 
ism, those disgruntled renegade radicals 
who have moved, like Gaston Bergery in 
France, from the Left to the Right, English- 
men who put imperial power before social 
justice, Americans who think the color of 
a man’s skin determines his rights—these 
are only some of the elements in our midst 
which: might easily pervert the great vic- 
tory we are winning into an epoch as barren 
and as ugly as the inter-war years, 


Hour for Self-Examination 


Everyone knows of politicians In Wash- 
ington and London who are determined 
that, whoever triumphs in this war, he will 
not be permitted to inaugurate the Century 
of the Common Man, 


We have all watched the spectacle of 
orators mean enough in spirit to make.a 
deal in this war with a kind of fifth col- 
umn of the party for which they were cam- 
paigning. We all know people of influential 
connections in politics who try to use their 
contacts to create obligations from which 
they themselves can profit later. 


We can hardly do a wiser thing in this 
hour, when we begin to see the renovation 
of the French spirit, than to ask ourselves 
what it was that caused the need for that 
renewal through such ghastly suffering. 


Still more, we can hardly be truthful with 
ourselves unless we admit that all of us es- 
caped similar disaster by a hair’s breadth. 


But while our hearts beat faster as we 
see the relentless fates close in on Hitler- 
ism, we had better keep carefully in mind 
that our real problems will begin with vic- 
tory, and we will have to do some thinking 
proportionate to their magnitude. 


I am far from convinced that even in 
high places is such thinking being done. I 
am still less convinced that what thought is 
being undertaken looks single-mindedly toa 
democratic solution of the issues we will 
have to solve. We have not even taken 
steps to assure at the general election that 
every soldier and sailor can be certain of 
recording his vote, 


While Our Hearts Soar 


It is even possible that there are influ- 
ences here and in the United States which 
would think it a matter to be anxious about 
if such steps were taken. It is as clear as 
in the parallel days of 1918 that as the dan- 
ger begins to pass, the high mood it evoked 
will pass also. It was because this high 
mood passed in France that the Germans 
occupied Paris for 50 months. 


So that, even while our hearts are high 
with hope, it behooves us to bear in mind 
the scale of the issues we will confront 
when the troops of the United Nations be- 
gin to move into Berlin and Tokyo, 

It is a grand thing to think of a free 
Paris; it is a grander thing still to think 
of a free world. But a free world is not 
merely one in which the Hitlers, Lavals, 
Tojos and Nomuras are broken. A free 
world is one in which it is unthinkable that 
they should arise. 


The America which gave to civilization 
Washington, Jefferson and Lincoln must 
not risk the danger of Huey Longs, Cough- 
lins and Gerald Smiths. It must teach the 
ordinary American citizen to look behind 
their masks to the interests for whom they 
have grown to power and break those in- 
terests. 

Never was vigilance so necessary to free- 
dom as in the day when victory begins to 
dawn, 


“TOWARD AN MVA 
From the Chicago Sun. 

Senator Murray’s bill to set up a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority offers the only real 
solution to the problems of that valley. 
Most people in the region agree today that 
the river should be controlled. But irriga- 
tion interests in the West want to control 
it for their purposes, navigation interests 
for theirs, flood control and power inter- 
ests for theirs. To complicate the situa- 
tion, some strong agencies have their own 
purely negative fish to fry—the railroads 
don’t want improved navigation, and pri- 
vate utilities don’t want public develop- 
ment of water power. 

A regional authority, created necessarily 
by the Federal Government but operating 
under decentralized management, is the 
best way to get unified control of the river 
for all purposes. The same structures can 
control floods, irrigate arid soil, generate 
power and provide a water highway for 
heavy freight—and to neglect any one of 
these functions would constitute a gross 
waste of natural resources. The TVA has 
shown the way for an MVA. 


A Love Story by Nevil Shute 


With the W ar as Background 


‘‘Pastoral,’’ by Nevil Shute. (William Morrow & Ca, 

New York.) 

Like a light and sunlit wine is the new 
novel by the aythor of “Pied Piper.” He 
tells now a love story of an R. A. F. pilot 
and a Waaf, in which the war is an ine 
cident which heightens, without dominat- 
ing, the basic theme. 

Mr. Shute is a story-teller of deftness, So 
simple is his plot, so plain is his manner 
of unfolding it, that what he accomplishes 
seems deceptively easy. 

It is typical of his skill that he describes 
his characters without any of the ineffec- 
tive and oftentimes vulgar physical cata- 
loguing customary to most novelists, Rath- 
er, he permits their appearance, in detail 
and in total effect as well, to dawn on his 
reader gradually, as these things go in 
actual life, 

od . 

“Pastoral” is not a novel with a mission, 
It does not seek, though it easily might, to 
articulate war as Hemingway has done, by 
casting it in terms of emotions. It does not 
seek even to make the processes of war 
more understandable by treating of war 
machines, as C. S. Forester has done for 
the warship and Alec Hudson for the sub- 
marine. | 

The airplane is in this story, and Mr, 
Shute might conceivably tell much about 
it, out of his background as an aeronauti- 
cal engineer and a Lieutenant-Commander 
of the British Navy attached to the Ad- 
miralty in London, But his novel makes 
the reader no more at home with the plane 
on the last page than he was on the first. 

The people of importance are a woman 
who, because of the duties she has laid out 
for herself as a citizen in time of national 
crisis,, is afraid to confess to herself that 
she loves: and a man who hungers for her 
to love him. They are sketched with sen- 
sitive understanding and healthy humor, 
with rich detail on the subject of the art 
of living, and with dramatic continuity and 
suspense. 

“Pastoral,” which is a Book-of-the-Month 
Club selection for September, contains all 
the elements needed to make it popular 
reading.

A Book on Modern Warfare

The author admits he has attempted to 
close some of the gaps in his previous book, 
“The Nature of Modern Warfare,” but 
something still is missing.

It is reported here that the 
Germans are modernizing their 
Siegfried line, built in 1938-39 to 
match the French Maginot line, 
and ‘also are reconditioning the 
line in- the east which first was 
built against Poland, and are 
building new fortifications in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Cannon dismounted from the 
Siegfried and Maginot lines after 
the fall of France and taken to 
Norway and Denmark now are be- 
ing returned to their original em- 
placements. 

The Nazis are scraping for man- 
power to build a home defense 
army, since trained reserves have 
been sent to the front long since. 

Swedish military commentators 
@stimated that last spring Hitler 
had 7,300,000 men under arms in 
405 divisions, with more than 300 


of these divisions at the fronts. 


Since then, his reserves have been 
melting fast. 

From the type of training given 
the new recruits, it appears that 
they mainly are intended to be 
#nipers. They are 16 to 18 and 40 
to 65 years of aze. 

The Hitler youth movement— 
which includes every boy from 10 
to 18—is running an obligatory 
three-week military course in close 
co-operation with the army. 

The press has announced that 
the boys not only must learn to 
handie rifles but especially how to 
fight from ambush and from the 
cover of ruined buildings. 

Boys of 16 and 17 now are be- 
ing called up, and are punished 
if they fail to report for duty. 
Several thousand Ukrainian youths 
have been taken to Germany to 
help with antiaircraft defenses. 
Training in Shooting. 

The storm trooper organization 
also is extending its training in 
how to shoot, with appeals for 
pupils of all ages. Many stories 
in the German press extol! the ac- 
tivity of men as old as 82 and 
pictures show men in their sixties 
marching with shotguns. 

The Hitler youth, besides learn- 
ing sniper tactics, also is taking 
over jobs as firemen and replac- 
ing policemen. 

In order to offset war losses and 
replace men drawn from war in- 
dustries to the front, Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels, as chief of 
mobilization, has pushed life back 
to the dark ages with the extent 
to which he has suppressed what 
remained of normal living in Ger- 
many.

New Name for Hitler. 

Hitler, whom the Germans once 
regarded as the invincible war 
lord, has degenerated in their esti- 
mation to “Groefaz,” neutral in- 
formants recently returned from 
Germany say. 

t is an ironical nickname heard 
everywhere in the Reich and 
short for “groesster feldherr aller 
geiter” (greatest commander in 
chief in history). 

It is symptomatic of the morale 
in Germany today and of the con- 
tempt and disrespect with which 
the Germans are beginning to re- 
gard the Nazi leaders now that 
Gefeat seems near. 

The Nazi leaders see the dan- 
ger of the trend. It explains why 
the press for no apparent reason 
is printing threatening explana- 
tions of the “law against treacher- 
ous attacks on the state and par- 
ty.” warning that offenses under 
the law are equivalent to defeat- 
ism and therefore subject to pen- 
alties up to death. 

The German press assailed Ger- 
mans who “spread rumors de- 
signed seriously to damage the 
well-being of the Reich.” As an 
example the Hamburger Fremden- 
blatt cited “the malevolent agita- 
tion against continuance of the 
war forced upon us by expressing 
doubt about the prospects of vic- 
tory.” 

Soldier Morale. 

The German high command also

Confronted with such a situa- 
tion, Himmler methodically has 
been exterminating or isolating in 
concentration camps the Germans 
whom the Nazis regard as weak 
or doubters. A new drive against 
listeners to foreign radio stations 
has brought a number of execu- 
tions. 

Noting grumbling against hard- 
ships under the latest total mo- 
bilization, Hamburger Fremden- 
blatt declared, “It is unsuited for 
jus in weak moments to dream 
again of white cake and strong 
beer, of trinkets and levity.” 

At the same time Goebbels is 
spreading thickly the propaganda 
of “hang or have faith 
_Fuehrer” because a lost war will 
mean the annihilation of Germany.

Secret Weapons. 

| Hitler’s official newspapers have 
revealed that the Nazis regard 
their flying bomb, “and other 
secret weapons to come,” as their 
final bid for victory because they 
foresee German war resources 
weakening fast. 

Discussing developments of 
weapons in this war, Voelkischer 
Boebachter declared the flying 
bomb opened the third phase in 
the war's technical advance.

‘German state railways have been 
compelled to advertise daily for 
firms which can*handle repairs. 


Shortage of Metals. 
The. shortage of metals has 
grown so acute that a decree was 


published requiring the registra- | 


tion of all organ pipes, including 
those in churches, preparatory to 
confiscation. 

Destruction of German synthet- 
ic petrol plants has reduced the 
Nazi fuel supply to a point where 
at the front gasoline “has become 
such an urgent need that not a 
single drop more than is really 
necessary may be used anywhere,” 
the Essener Nationa] Zeitung said. 

Clothes also have grown skimpy. 
There is a growing danger of a 
‘food shortage, because Hitler is 
‘losing one after another of the 
granaries he depended on to keep 
his armies and his people fed. 

Himmler has taken steps to 
protect the harvest against fire 
and Allied raids. Within recent 
months reports from Germany 
said Allied aircraft have destroyed 
'a great many canning factories in 
‘the Magdeburg area, causing a 
shortage of tinned goods for the

Mattingly did not 
support Donnell for the Senatorial 
nomination, but the Governor 
profited from the exigencies of 
the political game which led a 
number of the Mattingly-con- 
trolled ward committeemen in St. 
Louis to cast overboard Howard

support for Bradshaw. 

Mattingly doesn’t need a Re- 
publican United States Senator. 
In fact, without one he would 
be in a better position to control 
Federal patronage in the State.

Naturally, the woman suffrage 
issue found the iconoclastic Birk- 
head and his wife actively 
porting the proposal; 
on the Committee on Political 
Prisoners of the National Civil 
Liberties Bureau during World 
War I, obviously a particularly un- 
popular spot if the high feeling 
of the last war is recalled. He op- 
posed passage of the Prohibition 
Law when it was almost worth a 
clergyman’s professional life to 
speak a kind word for Demon 
Rum, and when the Ku Klux Klan 
reared its cobra-hooded head, 
Birkhead went after it bitterly, in 
pulpit, in press and on public plat- 
form. 


Fought Pendergast. 


For years he fought with every 
device at his control, the power- 
fully ‘corrupt Pendergast political 
machine, frequently serving as a 
valuable source of information to 
other investigators intent on rid- 
ding the State of its pernicious in- 
fluence, an endeavor that  ulti- 
mately succeeded. Once Birkhead, 
with a group of public-spirited citi- 
zens, faced an organization Mayor, 
with charges of officially tolerated 
vice. The Mayor leaped to his 


feet, pounded his fist on the desk, | 


exclaimed: “By God ——!” and 
dropped dead on the spot. Other 
results of Birkhead’s campaign 
against political corruption have 
been less direct. 

It certainly was more than coin- 
cidence that led the novelist, Sin- 
clair Lewis, to engage the Rev. 
Mr. Birkhead as his technical ad- 
viser in writing the bitter satire 
on hypocritical ministers, “Elmer 
Gantry.” His collaboration in this 
undertaking failed to gain him 
any added popularity in clerical 
circles and even some of his con- 
gregation were offended by the

provincial or Federal wings of his 
party. 
| Coldwell learned political in- 
fighting in the province of Sas- 
'katchewan, battling against the 
‘Liberal party’s “Gardiner Ma- 
,chine.” Diminutive, astute, hard- 
, hitting Hon. James Gardiner built 
his machine as a_ provincial 
'minister, then premier, and now 

in Ottawa as Minister of 
Agriculture. 

Since coming to the federal 
‘house in 1935, after being defeate 
in attempts to win his way t 
the provincial legislature and 
federal Parliament, Coldwell has 
done his “graduate work” sitting 
across the floor from Canada's 
master politician, Mackenzie King. 
Today he is one of the best speak- 
ers in Parliament and to date hag 
.shown considerable political skill 
in handling a party that embraces 
some embarrassingly biatant radi- 
| cals. 

To meet Coldwell you might 
take him for a prosperous, in- 
telligent, personable, likeable small 
business man. That is the way he 
dresses, talks and has hig hair 
cut. He demonstrates dally that 
he learned to play the political 
game according to the traditional 
rules. Even without the threaten- 
ing rise of his party in the coun- 
try he is a man who would com- 
mand respect on the floor of 
Parliament.

Police Courts 


he Judges Marvel 
‘At Human Behavior

HE FATHOMLESS diversity of human behavior is seldom 

so impressively pictured as in Police Court peace disturb- 

ance trials. This is especially true in quarrels between 
neighbors—steadily on the increase since the war created a 
housing shortage and made 
it harder for uncongenial 
persons to move away from 
each other—in which peace 
disturbance sometimes 
passes the bounds of legal 
issues and takes on more 
the aspects of sheer art. 
Disturbance complaints by 
neighbor against neighbor 
used ‘to be merely confirma- 
tion that St. Louis was hav- 
ing anyother spell of its own 
peculiar brand of disposi- 
tion + souring summer 
weather—but in the last 
couple of years they have 
been \running right around 
the calendar. The ingenuity 
and patient preparation 
which some people devote 
to bothering each other is 
a perpetual marvel to 
Judges Joseph B. Catanzaro and George J. Grellner, who pre- 
gide over the two divisions of Police Court here. Employes of 
Chief Parole Officer Clarence W. Schlingmann, who are usually 
assigned by the courts to supervise an armistice between em- 
battled neighborhood factions, have had the hobby more or 
jess forced upon them of “collecting” new causes of disputes. 
About the time they think they have seen and heard every- 
thing, some new and particularly diabolical form of annoyance 
turns up and the deputy parole officers shake their heads in 
wonder as they chalk up a new quirk.

@ THEY THOUGHT HUMAN INVENTIVENESS had about 
reached its height in the woman who wanted to get rid of the 
downstairs tenants of a two-family flat she had just purchased. 
The OPA said she couldn’t force them to move, so she dripped 
water from'an upstairs window on the downstairs housewife 
everytime the unyielding tenant left or entered the building. 
But it wasn't’ long before they had the case of another woman 
who owned a flat. To keep children of her tenants from play- 
ing in the backyard, she flooded it daily with a hose, There 
was also the case of the man upstairs who peppered the woman 
cownstairs with roasting ear cobs from his kitchen window 
as she sat in the yard.

@ A GOOD MANY COMPLAINTS GROW OUT of some mis- 
hap which is mistaken for a belligerent act. Two men, who 
hadn't been on very friendly terms anyway, came to blows 
after one of them, innocently sprinkling his lawn, turned sud- 
denly and inadvertently sprayed the dining room of his down- 
stairs neighbor through a window. The Judge patched that 
one up. The Judges often have to remind complainants to re- 
member their own childhood when testimony concerning a 
slugfest develops that the source of trouble was children over- 
stepping a boundary into garden or lawn. Women occupying 
multiple dwellings seem never able to agree on laundry sched- 
ules, and there is dynamite in the situation when two house- 
wives, hamper-laden, meet at a washing machine meant only 
for one.

@ ALTHOUGH HARDLY ANY TWO NEIGHBORHOOD quar- 
rels are alike up to the time they reach the courtroom, from 
there on they almost follow a pattern. When an honest-to- 
goodness dispute is sounded on the docket, there is a mass 
movement toward the bench of complainants and their wit- 
nesses who, having raised their right hands and taken the oath, 
stand about the City Counselor’s chair in two compact and 
distinctly separate groups. “Your Honor,” the first complain- 
ing witness invariably states, upon taking the stand, “before 
telling what happened yesterday, I'd like to go back a little—.” 
The Judge explains he is mainly interested in what happened 
the day of the arrest, but will permit a brief sketching of re- 
lated background events, limited to the past year. The witness 
pauses, mentally marshalling the facts, while his corroborating 
witnesses nod encouragingly. .

@IT WOULD TAKE A DOZEN SOLOMONS sitting en banc 
to get at the true facts of these cases, since the fault is almost 
mever on one side alone. The Judges occasionally levy a fine 
on one party or the other, but the more common solution is to 
gend the whole gathering into the parole office. Parole officers 
never expect to create any cordiality between the combatants 
but they work for the best truce that can be arranged. The 
only real solution is to insulate the parties from each other 
with distance. In some cases, despite the house shortage, one 
family finds other quarters. But the main and not too satis- 
factory arrangement for the duration is to persuade both sides 
to play a little game called “Pretend the other party doesn't 
live there any more.”

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ELEVEN DAYS BEFORE THE ATTACK ON PEARL HARBOR,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. 

HE well-dressed Japanese 
T strolling up Madison avenue in 

New York hesifated before a 
store, seemingly fascinated by the 
attractive window display. Sud- 
denly, with a quick glance to right 
and left, he darted through the 
door and made his way rapidly 
to the rear of the store. After a 
few whispered words, he handed 
a small, compact bundle to the 
proprietor and bowed deeply. 

“IT may not be able to come 
again,” he said. The proprietor 
replied that they might meet 
again, perhaps in Honolulu, “No, 
No!” the Japanese exclaimed. 
“Not Honolulu.” 

The scene of this undramatic 
episode was a doll and toy store, 
catering to discriminating and 
affluent customers; the characters 
were the proprietor, a well-born 
and cultured woman, distinguished 
among doll fanciers, and a Japa- 
nese naval officer ‘engaged in 
espionage and bearing $25,000 to 
buy black treachery; the time was 
Nov. 26, 1941. Eleven days later 
Pearl Harbor was in flames, 


From the records of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation comes the 
bizarre account of the inquiry 
that will go down in the annals 
of espionage as “The Strange Case 
of the Talking Dolls”—dolls that 
were maneuvered by _ sinister 
hands to betray the military 
secrets of a wounded nation, 


puppets that obeyed treacherous” 


commands to talk to the enemy. 
These dolls spoke the languabg 
of treason, | 

Special agents of the F. B. I. 
first became aware of the Jap- 
planted serpent’s nest when they 
received for inspection a letter 
bearing an address to Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, The letter had 
not been delivered in Buenos 
Aires and had been returned to 
the sender, noted on the back of 
the envelope as a woman in 
Portland, Ore. Scrutiny quickly 
disclosed the communication was 
intended as a secret message, Cer- 
tain misspelling appeared pur- 
poseful; the context was garbled 
although it was devoted to an 
innocent discussion of dolls. 

The letter, written Feb. 1, 1942, 
was carefully typed. It was signed 
with the name of the Portland 
woman, The writer described a 
remarkable “doll hospital” where 
she had been able to leave “three 
old English dolls for repair.” It 
would be a few months before the 
dolls would be repaired, the jetter 
continued, but the doll hospital 
had parts which could be shipped 
anywhere on order so the hos- 
pital could “mend the old dolls 
perhaps you disliked.” 

It was also set forth in the 
letter that the doll hospital could 
supply appropriate trimmings, like 
“fishing nets” and “baloons.” In 
conclusion, after sending greet- 
ings to “Catherine,” the writer 
said she would send more infor- 
mation about the dolls “ag soon 
as I get home.” The letter had 
been mailed at San Francisco. 

To the cipher experts in the 
counter-espionage section of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
the apparently harmless phrases 
assumed dangerous proportions. 
In constant communication with 
Naval Intelligence, they well 
knew that the “three English 
dolls” referred to warships tied 
up for repairs at a West Coast 


port; that the shipping of doll 
parts was a warning that other 
craft were being repaired else- 
where; that “fishing nets” meant 
submarine nets’ protecting the 
harbor, and that “baloons” repre- 
sented other coastal defense in- 
stallations. 

A phrase in the message assert- 
ing that the men at the doll hos- 
pital worked “day and night on 
orders” was interpreted, with little 
need for ingenuity, to mean that 
the shipyard was making progress 
in the emergency and also that it 
was fair game for bombers at any 
hour of the 24. F. B. I. investi- 
gators promptly launched a na- 
tion-wide search for-a dangerous 
and well-informed spy—a spy who 
played a hazardous game with 
dolls. 

Investigation disclosed that the 
Portland woman whose name was 
signed to the letter was above 
suspicion, a conclusion confirmed 
when comparison of the signature 
and her proved handwriting was 
undertaken by F. B. I. experts. 
The doll letter signature was a 
clever forgery, so perfect that it 
led the Portland woman, when in- 
terviewed, to concede that it ap- 
peared to be her own. She, how- 
ever, was a doll collector, and sup- 
plied the names of many people 
she knew who also indulged in 
the hobby. The grim game of 
hide-and-seek, involving lives and 
national security, was under way 
in earnest.

“doll spy” was still a threaten- 

ing secret when a Springfield 
(O.) woman received an envelope 
bearing her name and return ad- 
dress. Like the other, it had been 
undelivered in Buenos Aires by the 
Argentina mail service. When she 
read the contents of the strange 
envelope, she quickly visited the 
postmaster. He summoned the 
F, B. I. The Ohio woman, whose 
name was accurately forged to the 
missive, was puzzled at several 
correct references \to h@r personal 
life, but of chief interest to the 
F. B. I. was the realization that 
the “talking dolls’) were spilling 
true naval secrets again. 

Dated March 1, 1942, this letter 
was postmarked at New York 
City. It began by describing the 
ailment of a nephew and a lecture 
on dolls before an art group, in 
both instances true descriptions of 
the Ohio woman’s interests. But 
the only new dolls at hand, the 
writer continued, were three “love- 
ly Irish dolls,” one “an old fisher- 
man with a net over his back,” 
another “an old woman with wood 
on her back,” and the third “a lit- 
tle boy.” A sentence containing 
the words: “Distroyed your,” set 
forth that “Mr. Shaw” had been

At the very moment, the de- 
stroyer Shaw was nearing the end 
of repairs of damages received at 
Pearl Harbor and was about to 
rejoin the fleet. It was thought 
that the other descriptive terms 
referred in more detail to the 
three warships mentioned in the 
previoug letter, the words being 
part of a pre-determined code. A 
postscript etated that a trip to 
Louisville had been canceled. Cir- 
cumstances made it clear to the 
investigators that this information 
concerned the cruiser Louisville. 
At any rate, it is a matter of rec- 
ord that there were three impor- 
tant ships of war in port at San 
Francisco for repairs and _refit- 
ing shortly before the date of this 
letter, 


With the Ohio clew, the day of 
identity of the manipulator of 
the “talking dolls’ drew nearer. 
As had the Oregon woman whose 
mysterious letter first reached the 
F. B. I., she listed among her ac- 
quaintances interested in dolls, 
Mrs. Velvalee Dickinson, widely 
known as a doll collector. and 
dealer, whose New York shop at 
718 Madison avenue was famous 
among collectors throughout the 
United States. F. B. I. agents se- 
cured specimens of Mrs. Dickin- 
son’s typewritten correspondence, 
but it did not correspond with the 
two spy messages to Argentina, 
both written on the same ma- 
chine. 


Painstaking inquiry disclosed, 
however, that she and her hus- 
band, Lee Taylor Dickinson, had 
been in reduced circumstances, 
due partly to his ill health, until 
late in 1941, when they began to 
show signs of -prosperity. Mrs. 
Dickinson, nee Blucher, had been 
born in California in 1893 of 
American-born parents, attended 
high school and college there, 
holding an A. B. from Stanford 
University. An excellent business 
woman, she had handled accounts 
for a brokerage firm, where she 
specialized in Japanese customers. 

Her husband had been employed 
by a produce association, with 
many Japanese members. They 
moved to New York in 1937 and 
later Mrs. Dickinson founded the 
doll business, becoming celebrated 
in the trade. 

While this phase of the investi- 
gation continued, letters multi- 
plied in the hands of the F. B. I. 
A note dated Jan. 27, 1942, unde- 
livered at Buenos Aires, had been 
mailed at Seattle, Wash., but was 
returned according to direction on 
the envelope to a widow at 
Spokane. Curiously opening the 
sealed missive she, too, found her 
own forged signature and words 
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MRS. VELVALEE DICKINSON . . . THE JUDGE TOLD HER SHE WAS LUCKY TO

she had not written describing 
her personal activities and new 
dolls, her hobby. 

The letter set forth that she 
had received a “German bisque 
doll dressed in a hula grass 
skirt,” that it had been broken 
and taken to Seattle for repairs 
but the damages would be 
mended by the first week in Feb- 
ruary, The significance of the 
message was frighteningly evi- 
dent when the F. B. I. determined 
that one of the battleships dam- 
aged at Pearl Harbor actually 
was in Puget Sound Navy Yard 
for repair when this letter was 
mailed from Seattle. The “Ger- 
man doll in a hula grass skirt” 
was “talking” about a damaged 
warship being fitted for new 


service,

SECOND letter turned up in the 
A hands of the Portland woman, 

who again quickly notified F. 
B. I. agents. Mailed at Portland, 
May 28, 1942, it told of a doll col- 
lection with one doll torn in the 
middle, but “it has been repaired 
and I like it very much.” 

It referred to a “lovely Siamese 
temple dancer,” for which it was 
impossible to get a mate “so I am 
redressing just a small, plain, 
ordinary doll into a second Siam 
doll.” The F. B. I. was in a posi- 
tion to learn that the “Siam doll” 
was an American vessel] and that 
the part about a mate referred to 
the conversion of another type of 
warship to similar use. A vessel 
hit amidship was the doll “torn 
in the middle.” There was a ref- 
erence to French dolls» Some 
vessels of the French fleet were 
in American ports at the time. 

The last spy note to reach the 
F. B. I. came from a woman at 
Colorado Springs, Colo., whose 
name was on the back of a letter 
mailed to the Buenos Aires ad- 
dress from Oakland, Cal., June 3, 
1942. This communication told of 
the purchase of “seven small Chi- 
nese dolls” which she would make 
to look as if they were “seven real 
Chinese dolls,” and that the fam- 
ily would consist of a father, 
grandfather, grandmother, ‘mother 
and three children. Just before 
this letter was written, seven war- 
ships’ came into San Francisco 
Bay for repairs and changes! The 
code identified them and described 
the alterations, a matter still a 
military secret, 

By the time these messages 
were intercepted, the F. B. I, had 
closed in on Mrs. Dickinson. Al- 
though Mrs. Dickinson was un- 
aware that they knew she was 
the voice of the talking dolls, her 
every move had been traced and 
her treachery neared exposure. 
The agents learned Velvalee and 
her husband were at a Seattle ho-

among their friends were good 
American citizens who were in- 
discreet enough to confide their 
secrets. 


Letter No. 2 was written on a 
typewriter they rented at a San 
Francisco hotel; soon the ma- 
chines used to write the other mis- 
sives were discovered and in each 
instance the Dickinsons had ac- 
cess to the typewriter. The F. B. 
I. investigators learned of finan- 
cial difficulties experienced by the 
Dickinsons until late in 1941, and 
found that shortly after Dickin- 
son's death in 1943, Mrs, Dickin- 
son offered $15,000 for an interest 
in a Seattle hotel. For a consid- 
erable interval she had been pay- 
ing obligations with $100 Federal 
Reserve Bank notes. Some of 
these notes, inquiry developed, 
were in the hands of Japanese 
agents before Pearl Harbor. 


When she was arrested last Jan- 
uary as she was preparing to open 
her safe deposit box, a search dis- 
closed nearly $16,000 in the vault, 
much of it traced to Japanese 
sources. At her home were com- 
plete outfits of Japanese clothing, 
collections of Japanese phono- 
graph records, an address book 
with the names of Japanese resi- 
dents, Japanese jewelry, silver and 
literature, 


At first, the unattractive 50-year- 
old woman denied all knowledge 
of espionage. She fought, kicked 
and scratched her captors. The 
money, she said, had been con- 
cealed in her husband’s bed and 
she had found it in a.search after 
his death before his body was re- 
moved. 

Early in the questioning she de- 
nied knowing its source but later, 
between tirades, she asserted that 
her husband was a spy for the 
Japanese. She insisted she had 
not wittingly assisted in the nefar- 
ious scheme but admitted she 
wrote the baby doll code letters 
at his dictation. 
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HE admitted having frequently 

met the Japanese naval officer 

at her doll shop and recalled his 
payment of $25,000 on the eve of 
Pearl Harbor for the despicable 
services she said were to be per- 
formed by her husband, who then 
Was near death with a heart ail- 
ment. But she stoutly denied in the 
face of contradictory evidence that 
she had manipulated her dolls to 
betray her country to the enemy. 

The end came when she ap- 
peared Aug. 14 before United 
States District Judge Shakelford 
Miller Jr., at New York. Begging 
for mercy, she pleaded guilty to a 
violation of war-time censorship 
regulations. In pronouncing sen- 
tence of 10 years imprisonment 
and $10,000 fine, Judge Miller said: 

“This case .. ,. borders very 
closely to treason, punishable by 
death. I believe the espionage in- 
dictment could have ended in the 
death penalty or life imprisonment 
... if the Government could dis- 
close all the facts without harming 
the war effort. You sold out to 
the Japs without thinking of the 
lives of American boys. I believe 
you have been given more con- 
sideration than you were entitled 
to and you are lucky to escape the 
death penalty.” 

Thus the book was closed on a 
dark incident of treason, and so 
ends the strange tale of the talk- 
ing dolls, the voice of their treach- 
erous mistress silenced until it can 
do no harm, :

So much so that a Go-to- 
School drive is now being promot- 
ed, locally and nationally, to en- 
courage bus boys, drugstore clerks, 
and junior vice presidents of high 
school age to return to school this 
fall. 
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The task of persuasion is not an 
easy one. Many of our teen-age 
workers are reluctant to believe 
that this bonanza of good jobs 
and high wages will not continue 
indefinitely. A 17-year-old boy 
who is earning $30 a week sees 
no reason why he should return 
to school and give up his income. 
A girl who has managed to secure 
an office job without benefit of 
typing and shorthand fails to un- 
derstand why she should perfect 
those skills. That many students 
have left high school to work is 
shown by the fact that high 
school enrollment in St. Louis has 
dropped from 25,225 in 1940-41 to 
an expected 21,000 for this fall. 
This, the Board of Education feels, 
is cause for alarm. 

“Without an educated citizenry 
there is not so much hope for an 
enduring peace,” J. S. Nants, as- 
sistant superintendent in charge 
of secondary schools, said.

well as on ability to fight the war 
successfully.

The first step in the local Go- 
to-School campaign has been the 
establishment of a vocational 
guidance clinic by the Board of 
Education and the United States 
Employment Service in the Board 
of Education Building, 911 Locust 
street, sixth floor.

A. F, of L., Associated Retailers, 
Associated Industries, Red Cross, 
Y. M. C. A., National Vocational 
Guidance Association and veter- 
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ans’ organizations., The United 
States Employment Service has 
been working with employers to 
secure the names of all employes 
under 18 years of age so that they 
may be contacted. 
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In order to acquaint parents 
with the drive, high school princi- 
pals have written letters to all 
students registered in school] last 
June, urging them to return to 
school this fall. Parent-Teachers 
Associations are also carrying on 
the drive through their members. 

Most of the first clients at the 
clinic, which opened last week, 
were students who are interested 
in working, at least part time. One 
girl wanted to be a‘teacher and 
was seeking advice on courses to 
take to prepare herself for that 
career, and also the possibilities 
of part time work. One boy was 
dissuaded from his plan of day 
work and night school, because of 
the length of time it would take 
to finish high school on that 
schedule. Instead he will work 
after school hours. Another boy, 
after talking to the counselors, 
decided to drop his ful] time job 
in favor of a four-hour-a-day after 
school job. One 16-year-old boy 
had heard that the employment 
service had available jobs in 
Alaska, but was gently discour-

“One thing about these young- 
sters, they’re certainly articulate,” 
said C. B. Hutchison, instructor 
from Washington Technical High 
School, and one of the opening 
day counselors. Other counselors 
for that day were Erna Copeland, 
Beaumont High School; Claudia 
Lwes, 2.

“We've found,” said Hutchison, 
“that these boys and girls are 
genuinely interested in their 
careers. Our job is to get them 
to look ahead four or five vears. 
In many cases the high salaries 
are so close to their eyes that they 
miss all the view in the distance.” 
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Two strong talking points are 
being used to convince youngsters 
of the value of education. One is 
the educational requirements of 
the various branches of service, 
and the emphasis 6f the armed 
services on additional training for 
their men. The other is the pros- 
pect of the future, after reconver- 
sion when service men will re- 
turn to-swell the ranks of em- 
ployes and occupational skills will 
be much more important as the 
rqan power shortage lessens. There 
is’a place for untrained workers 
now, but after the war it will be 
the trained workers who will get 
the good paying jobs. 

Youngsters who have left school 
because of misguided patriotism 
have been told by War Manpower 
Commissioner Paul V. McNutt 
that their first responsibility, even 
in wartime, is to take full ad- 
vantage of educational opportu- 
nities in order to prepare them- 
selves for postwar service. 

In addition to this, a_ state- 
ment by Katharine F. Lenroot, 
chief of the Children’s Bureau, 
United States Department of La- 
bor, and John W. Studebaker, 
United States Commissioner of 
Education, sums up the case for 
education against working. 

“Go to school,” they advise, “and 
learn all you can from your teach- 
ers, your books, your laboratories, 
and your schoolmates. Learn how 
people live together harmoniously, 
work together creatively, play to- 
gether joyously, and think to- 
gether courageously. 

“Knowing such things will be 
of far greater value to you than 
any dollars and ,cents you earn 
now. Understanding such things, 
you will be able to take hold of 
the peace we win, and molding it 
with your young hands and hearts 
make it the beginning of a never- 
ending great adventure.”

Three Women Have Been Brutally 


Slain in Indiana Town—Some Citi- 


zens Fear Unsolved Crimes Are 


Work of Fiend With Lust for Killing 
Equal to That of Jack the Ripper

FORT WAYNE, Ind., Sept. 2. 


SERIES of three unsolved 

murders within six months, all 

committed under similarly 
brutal circumstances and each 
having as its victim a woman, 
has aroused the people of this 
town of 130,000 to a high state of 
civic and moral indignation, 


Added to their indignation there 
is an element of fear—the name- 
less fear of the unknown resulting 
from the fact that no trace has 
been found of the killer (or kill- 
ers) and no one knows if and 
when he may strike again. 

Each of the three victims was 
savagely beaten and left disrobed, 
or partially disrobed, in lonely 
fields far from their homes, 


Police officials stick to their 
theory that the killings are the 
work of three individuals, but 
some citizens see in the similarity 
of the crimes evidence of the work 
of a fiend with a lust for killing 
which equals that of a Jack the 
Ripper. 

In either case the crimes have 
affected the social and industrial 
life of the town. Parents of work- 
ing girls are reluctant to et them 
work overtime when it means 
coming home after nightfall, Girls 
themselves are afraid to go out 
alone after dark. 

Rewards totalling $17,000 have 
been posted by the city and by 
private individuals of Allen Coun- 
ty. Scores of suspects have been 
rounded up, and the police and 
the sheriff's office have redoubled 
their efforts. But they have 
nothing to show but a few meager 
clews found at the scenes of two 
of the killings. 

This was the situation when 
police the other day sought the aid 
of Leonarde Keeler, noted Chicago 
criminologist. It was hoped that 
the man who invented the lie de- 
tector, and who has been instru- 
mental in the solution of a num- 
ber of “unsolved” crimes, would 
be able to throw some light on 
the mystery. 

To Keeler was given the physical 
evidence in the case, as well as the 
histories of the killings and the 
backgrounds of the victims, It all 
added up to this: 

On February 2, Wilhelmina 
Haaga, a 38-year-old former vau- 
deville performer, was attacked 
and viciously beaten on a lonely 
road. Where she had been or 
where she was going remains a 


mystery along with the other cir- 
cumstances of her murder. 

“Billy,” as she was called, man- 
aged to drag herself to a nearby 
farm house. There she lapsed into 
unconsciousness «nd she _ died 
three days later without having 
been able to give any information 
about her assailant or the circum- 
stances of the attack.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2. 

T has been remarked by the 

cynical that a sort of distinc- 

tion bordering on the fringes 
of fame can be achieved simply 
by frequenting a particular res- 
taurant or night club and occupy- 
ing the same table with such reg- 
ularity over a long period of time 
as to rate as an authentic celeb- 
rity. The late Grand Duke Alex- 
ander of Russia, who was notable 
chiefly for his magnificent white 
whiskers and his theosophy, used, 
in the reign of Theodore (of the 
Ritz) Titze, to occupy daily at 
lunch time the first right-hand 
table as you entered the Oval 
Restaurant of the Ritz-Carlton, 
This vantage point was actually 
his chief claim to fame. In a 
parallel manner the unfailing ap- 
pearance at 11 every evening of 
the late William K. Vanderbilt in 
his place at the first left-hand 
banquette at El Morocco gained 
for him a sort of institutional 
aura. And to this minute Beth 
Leary, at her corner lunch table 
at the Colony, is such a fixture 
that when she is absent the staff 
organization becomes vexed and 
uneasy as from any unexplained 
irregularity.

While Miss Leary is unques- 
tionably the queen of the Colony 
at lunch, the uncrowned king, 
who is also probably the town’s 
leading man of mystery, is an 
agreeable but elusive European 
named William Bleck. Bleck is 
a daily fixture, almost invar- 
lably alone, at the first single 
table just inside the main res- 
taurant, where, with his back 
to the wall and a seemingly 
irrevocable eyeglass fixed in his 
left eye, he surveys the prem- 
ises without the slightest flicker 
of expression to indicate what 
may be passing through his

OTHER COLONY REGULARS, 
who were familiar with the Euro- 
pean scene before the war, recall 
that Bleck, similarly alone and 
similarly undemonstrative, was 
once a fixture in the restaurant 
of the Paris Ritz. The Colony 
staff only knows that Bleck is a 
favored if uncommunicative pa- 
tron, that he drinks his two Gib- 
sons, compounded with special 
care by Marco, every noon, 
lunches with deliberation, tips 
well and goes about his business. 

In point of fact, Bleck is an 
Anglo-Portuguese whose unobtru- 
sive mannerisms hide a tremend- 
ous acquaintance in the world of 
fame, fashion and power which 
existed in Paris in the two dec- 
ades between 1920 and 1940.

“I ENJOYED SO much hearing 
you,” I said, overcome by one of the few cases of the stammers 
experienced in some time.

AS YOU remember, Mitzi (the story is of course quite 
well known) first Appeared on the stage in an act of her own at 
the age of 4 when she suddenly announced to her astounded 
parents—her father’s stage name was Joe Keno, and he was an 
acrobat—that she wanted to imitate Sadie Burt’s impersonation of 
a naughty little girl if Miss Burt would be on the stage with her 
when she did it. She became a movie star when she was 8, and 
played in Mary Brian’s first starring picture. She made 15 movies, 
Her real brats and solid chits gave the movie industry a new 
slant on child parts, and put little-doll characters on the skids. 
Her last picture was “Transatlantic Merry Go Round,” which in- 
troduced Jack Benny ag a film personality, when she was 15. It 
is also well known that she became a musical comedy star on the 
Broadway stage a year after that, that two of her triumphs were 
“Lat Freedom Sing,” and “Babes in Arms,” and that she's sung in 
New York's and Chicago's leading night clubs.

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EVELOPMENT of the resources of the vast Missouri River 
drainage basin on a grand scale is proposed in measures 
introduced in Congress by Senators Murray of Montana 
and Gillette of Iowa to create a Missouri Valley Authority 
patterned after the widely-known Tennessee Valley Authority. 

The area to which this extension of the TV A experiment 
would be applied comprises 529,000 square miles, all of which is 
drained by the Missouri and its many tributaries. It is one-sixth 
of the area of the Continental United States. It extends from 
St. Louis to the Rocky Mountains, from the Ozarks to the 
Canadian border. 

The pictorial map on this page shows in outline the scope 
of this great area, the extent of its dominating river which flows 
2469 miles from a point northwest of Yellowstone National Park 
to join the great Mississippi at St. Louis, the variety of its natural 
resources and industries, its vast plains, forests, thriving cities. 

Common to all this basin are the problems of the river. In 
one area, and in season, the problem may be destructive over- 
flow; another area may struggle with the problem of getting wa- 
ter out of the river and its tributaries to make a parched but fer- 
tile soil produce abundant crops; elsewhere it is the harnessing 
of the channel to make it useful as a great artery of transporta- 
tion or as a source of plentiful and cheap electric power; every- 
where the problem is how to utilize the waters of a far-reaching 
river system to make them best serve the public welfare. 

At frequent intervals floods which rush down the valley 
ravage some two million acres of rich farm land. In the last 
two years these overflows have caused property damage of 
$112,000,000 and taken 30 lives. The wasted waters of these 
floods are sufficient if captured and stored to turn hundreds of

thousands of acres of arid land into bountiful production of food 
for men and animals. The same waters might provide electric 
power for industry and agriculture and homes; they could so 
supplement and regulate the river's flow in dry periods as to 
make it an important carrier of commerce; they could serve in 
many ways for domestic and industrial use, for sanitation and 
health, for recreation and the encouragement of wild ‘life, for 
restoration and conservation of the soil. 

Little has been done to check the floods. Only a bare start 
has been made in improvement of the navigation channel. Irri- 
gation has been brought to only half the land that should have 
it. Hydroelectric power development is on a minor scale. The 
river still runs wildly and destructively full at times; at other 
times, shallow and sluggish, endangering the people of the cities 
depending on it for water supplies and sewage disposal. 

This neglect has been due largely to lack of a co-ordinated 
plan for regional development such as has been put in practice 
by the TV A. What is proposed by Senators Murray and Gil- 
lette, whose states are largely within the Missouri River drain- 
age basin, is that a unified plan shall be provided for develop- 
ment of the river system; that an agency shall be set up with 
power to reconcile conflicting interests, adjust disputes (such as 
that now going on over prior claims to the waters of the tribu- 
taries), and carry Pte in the construction and operation of 
the physical works which are necessary. 

Such an agency would have available to it the great amount 
of research, engineering and planning already done by the 


Army Engineers, the Bureau of Reclamation, the Department of 
Agriculture and other Federal and state agencies. 

The unified, comprehensive plan ultimately adopted would 
not necessarily conform to the system of dams, reservoirs and 
levees shown on the above map, which is based on the Pick 
Plan proposed by the Army Engineers. This plan is incorporated 
in the flood control bill which has passed the House and is pend. 
ing in the Senate. This system of multiple-purpose dams and 
reservoirs is described by the Army Engineers as a framework 
for comprehensive valley-wide development. Only the Fort Peck 
and Lake of the Ozarks reservoirs are in operation. Others are 
proposed or authorized, but not built. 

Included in this plan are flood-control levees on both sides 
of the Missouri River from Sioux City to the mouth, a distance 
of 760 miles. The Army Engineers have proposed also the fur- 
ther improvement of the Missouri's channel along this same 
stretch so as to provide a minimum depth of nine feet, same as 
now available on the Mississippi, Ohio, Jllinois and Tennessee. 

The Bureau of Reclamation has proposed its own plan as a 
substitute for or modification of the Pick Plan, so as to provide 
for a total of 90 reservoirs, many of them small, which would 
better serve the needs of irrigation and at the’ same time 
contribute to flood control. 

The absence of a single agency with valley-wide authority 
has prevented co-ordination of these plans and threatened in- 
definite delay in the adoption of any plan. Basic philosophy 
behind the M V A bills is that weflare of the whole Missouri Val- 
ley region requires a harmonized development; that no section 
of the area can progress and prosper as it should unless the 
whole area progresses and prospers.
